RDA personnal were busy during the 2016-2017 School Year. Te RDA prolasioal development project poved 
$750,000 tn 25 elomentary schools to support academic achiverent in 13 of he state's 2 dss wih snifeant 
Nate American student populations. Tha RDA als provided professional development and tctnical aststan othe 
25 sehaals in the areas of academic intention, dala-dven instucton, Respease to lnlewvenon, effective 
leadership, behavioral supp, and family engapement The RDA contacts wih Educaton for Parents of indian 
‘Chikan wih Special Neds (EPICS) to suppor schoo improvernent acess he sat, and projec personel presented 
to fares athe anual EPCS conerance. 


The RDA selects elena schools wih overal ,D, or Frade and Dor F grades in lowest quate achiovrnnt to 
partcpata inthe rogram. In 2016, RDA schools expecenced mere growth fan fe sal average in reading and 
rah—not onl for al students, but als for students with esses, as measred by the PARC assessment. RDA 
Schools also outscored the stale average in reading for al students and in eating and math for students wih 
‘sabes. Noably, RDA schools had smaller achievement gaps in both reading and math betwoen a students and 
those wih dsabies than dh slate schals on average.
